Santa Fe Operates Mill to Work Over 


Mutcrial. 


"In order 
to 
economically 
utilize 


wornout rails, the Atchison, Topeka 
& Santa Fe railroad Is operating a 
rail mill at Newton, Kans., says the 
Cleveland Iron Trade Review. All tne 
worn or defective rails which have 
been replaced on any of the Santa. Ke 
lines are assembled at Newton and an 
average of 500 rails a day Is received. 
They arc slid on skids from the cars 
to the'platform, where they are trans- 
ferred by a system of greased rollers 
to any desired point in the shop. 
Bails replaced on the main 
lino, 


which are to be subsequently used for 
sidetracks, are, worked over, straight- 
ened, sawed to the rewired lengths 
and drilled for new bolts. Such rails 
as cannot be used for sidetracks are 
sometimes still good enough to be 
worked over for bridge guard rails. 
When they can be put to no better 
use, the rails are cut up and painted 
for mile-posts, for which service they 
are well adapted.'

RAILROAD ACCIDENTS 


F«r TWril Quarter ot' ttfi Shorn In- 


erase Oer Same Perk>«l In .l.J»ll. 


An accident bulletin Just. Issued by 
the Interstate Commerce Commission 
coering the months of July, August 
and September, 1912, shows that dur- 
ing the quarter, the total number of 
persons reported killed in train acci- 
dents on steam railways was 288, and 
that the total number Injured was 
4,598. This shows an increase of 87 
in the number of persons killed and 
315 in the number injured, as com- 
iared with returns for the corres- 
londing period of the year 1911. 


Accidents of other kinds including 


those sustained by employes while at 
work, by trespassers and others, made 
the total number of casualties not in- 
cluding "industrial accidents," 2,995 
for persons kiHed and 22,447 persons 
injured, representing an increase o 
237 in the total number of . person! 
killed and of 3,3-10 in the number o 
persons injured over 
correcponding 


figures for 1911. 


• There was an increase of 935 In th 
number of' train accidents, -which in 
eludes an increase of 901 collisions 
and derailments.
